I^DICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
For  the  Year  1965 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council: 

MR.  CHAIRIiAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEl'ffiN, 

It  is  my  pleasure  once  again  to  submit  my  annual  report 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district,  this 
being  my  sixteenth  annual  report  to  this  Council.  In  the  interests 
of  economy  the  styling  of  the  report  has  been  slightly  changed 
in  that  it  has  been  typed  instead  of  printed  and  the  binding 
has  been  carried  out  in  the  department. 

The  Registrar  General’s  mid  year  estimation  of  the  population 
is70,490  compared  with  the  figure  of  70,110  for  the  previous  year 
which  represents  an  actual  increase  of  380,  The  natural  increase 
for  the  year  which  is  the  difference  between  births  and  deaths 
is  612  and  the  -difference  between  this  figure  and  the  actual 
increase  indicates  that  there  were  232  more  emigrants  than  immigrants 
during  this  period.  The  number  of  births  was  1198  which  is  just 
25  more  than  the  previous  year.  The  total  number  of  births 
has  varied  within  narrow  limits  since  1959  and  does  not  always 
show  an  annual  increase.  Our  pealc  year  in  fact  was  1962,  The 
total  number  of  deaths  ehoua  an  increase  of  47  on  4ast  year’s 
figure  while  the  infant  mortality  figure  of  25  is  an  increase 
of  5.  Happily  there  were  no  maternal  deaths.  The  commonest 
cause  of  death  was  coronary  heart  disease  and  angina  which  far 
outnumbered  all  others.  Malignant  diseases  as  a whole  take  second 
place  while  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  pneumonia, 
bronchitis  and  accidents  are  other  major  causes.  Tuberculosis 
may  still  account  for  a great  deal  of  ill  health  but  does  not 
show  the  mortality  which  it  did  a few  decades  ago  before  the 
days  of  chemotherapy  and  B.C.G, vaccination. 

An  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  at  a private  residential 
and  day  school  kept  the  department  very  busy  for  a few  weeks  during 
the  autumn.  The  total  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  was  117  and  55  of  these 
who  had  symptoms  of  the  disease  were  found  to  be  positive  by  the  laboratory. 
Another  14  pupils  were  believed  to  have  suffered  mild  symptoms  and 
recovered  before  the  outbreak  came  to  our  notice. 
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The  subject  of  Smallpox  appears  to  be  alv/ays  topical 
although  the  disease  is  not  endemic  in  this  country  and  we 
are  fortunate  in  this  district  not  to  have  had  any  cases. 

I am  periodically  reminded  however  of  the  danger  by  the 
notifications  which  I receive  of  travellers  resident  in  this 
district  arriving  from  Smallpox  endemic  areas  and  not  in 
possession  of  a valid  vaccination  certificate.  To  make  matters 
worse  it  is  usually  indicated  that  the  person  has  refused 
the  offer  of  vaccination  on  arrival  and  that  it  is  hoped  the 
necessary  precautions  can  be  taken  at  his  destination  and 
that  he  will  be  kept  under  surveillance  for  the  prescribed 
period.  This  to  me  always  seems  to  be  very  unsatisfactory. 

The  control  measures  laid  down  in  the  Public  Health  (Ships) 
Amendment  Regulations , 19^3*  seems  to  be  inadequate,  or  perhaps 
there  are  too  many  difficulties  in  trying  to  enforce  them. 

Similar  Regulations  apply  in  the  case  of  aircraft. 

Medical  Officers  at  the  ports  of  entry  cam  - **  see  vaccination 
certificates,  vaccinate  if  certificates  are  deficient  or 
isolate  the  traveller  for  the  incubation  period  if  vaccination 
is  refused”,  I have  never  heard  of  the  latter  measure  being 
enforced  and  if  it  were,  all  the  Isolation  Hospitals  would 
be  full  of  travellers  under  observation.  If  the  travellers 
have  perchance  been  infected  and  have  been  travelling  more 
than  a week  from  the  endemic  area  then  to  vaccinate  them  on 
arrival  and  let  them  go  would  produce  a number  of  modified 
cases,  I feel  that  the  control  measures  have  good  intentions 
but  are  not  sufficiently  strict  to  exclude  the  disease. 
Surveillance  at  home  or  place  of  destination  is  of  little 
value  as  a preventive  measure  as  it  is  so  dependent  on  the 
goodv/ill  and  co-operation  of  the  suspected  contact. 

The  general  sanitation  of  the  district  slowly  improves 
in  most  respects  although  there  are  still  exceptions  to  the 
rule.  Lengths  of  main  drainage  at  Taplow  and  Stoke  Poges 
have  been  completed  and  are  in  use  while  the  second  stage 
of  the  V/raysbury  and  Horton  Scheme  is  under  construction. 

One  aspect  of  sauiitation  which  is  most  unsatisfactory  is 
the  constant  dumping  of  litter  and  unwanted  household  chattels 
of  every  description  by  the  roadside  throughout  the  district. 

The  areas  of  Burnham  Beeches  and  other  nearby  localities  appear 
to  be  favourite  dumping  grounds  for  old  mattresses  and  bedsteads, 
worn  out  kitchen  stoves  etc,,  and  the  mess  is  often  quite 
disgraceful  to  behold  in  the  midst  of  such  beauty  spots. 

I should  like  once  again  to  thank  all  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  their  good  work,  and  I am  also 
very  grateful  to  all  the  Members  on  whose  support  we  have 
always  known  we  could  rely.

This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  neutral 
in  reaction  and  free  from  iron  and  other  metals.  The  water 
is  hard  in  character  but  not  to  an  excessive  degree  and  it 
contains  no  excess  of  mineral  constituents.  It  is  of  very 
satisfactory  organic  quality  and  of  the  highest  standard 
of  bacterial  purity.

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ANIWAL  REPORT 


of  the 

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEA.LTH  INSPECTOR 
for  the  year  1965. 


Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I am  pleased  to  add  my  contribution  to  the  Annual 
Report  for  1965.  What  will  be  noted  in  the  information  set 
out  is  not  only  the  numerical  extent,  in  terms  of  inspections, 
of  the  work  done  but  also  the  varied  nature  of  the  statutory 
duties.  Legislation  requiring  enforcement  by  local 
authorities  in  the  environmental  health  field  increases 
year  by  year  and  with  the  changing  pattern  of  living  it 
seems  inevitable  that  there  will  be  more  to  come. 

Fortunately  the  Department  has  been  able  to  cope  without 
any  increase  in  staff  but  it  has  been  necessary  to  look  at 
priorities.  In  particular  food  hygiene  control  has  to  be 
maintained.  At  times  other  work  has  to  be  dropped 
temporarily  for  the  immediate  investigation  of  complaints 
of  unfit  food,  it  always  being  appreciated  that  what  may 
start  off  as  an  ordinary  case  of  the  sale  of  a mouldy  pie 
or  some  "off”  cooked  meat  could  very  well  reach  serious 
proportions  in  terras  of  a food  poisoning  outbreak  if  a check 
on  stocks  and  conditions  at  a canteen,  restaurant,  shop, 
store  or  warehouse  or  a follow  up  through  the  chain  of 
distribution  is  delayed. 

Regular  sampling  of  vra.ter,  ice  cream  etc,  both  routine 
or  for  a specific  purpose  continued  throughout  the  year  and 
with  the  increasing  number  of  food  complaints  the  items  of 
food  submitted  for  examination  to  the  Public  Analyst  was 
more  than  in  previous  years. 

In  my  comments  on  the  yearns  work  I cannot  exclude 
the  problems  of  refuse  tips  of  which  this  district  seems 
almost  to  have  its  fair  share,  I have  referred  to  this  in 
previous  years*  Annual  Reports  and  again  much  officer  time 
was  taken  up  to  ensure  firstly  that  conditions  of  consents 
were  being  observed  and  secondly  preventing  nuisances  at 
unauthorised  tips.  One  particular  aspect  of  this  subject 
that  came  in  for  thorough  investigation  was  the  likely 
effect  of  the  disposal  of  chemical  wastes  on  underground 
water  supplies  in  an  area  of  challc  subsoil.  In  this 
connection  it  is  relevant  to  record  that  evidence  of  our 
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experiences  on  the  subject  generally  of  the  disposal  of  toxic 
wastes  was  submitted  to  a Committee  set  up  by  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  & Ijocal  Government* 

Caravan  site  inspections  were  well  maintained.  For 
some  unknown  reason  there  was  a large  influx  of  traveller 
types  into  the  district  during  the  summer  and  it  was  only 
after  concerted  action  by  the  Police,  the  County  Council  and 
this  Council  that  the  situation  was  brought  under  control  - 
and  the  mess  cleared  up. 

Once  again  there  was,  during  the  period  under  review, 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  investigated 
relating  to  noise  niiisance.  Practically  all  were  dealt  with 
on  an  informal  basis  but  in  one  instance  it  was  necessary  to 
seek  the  Council’s  authority  for  the  service  of  a legal 
notice.  Relevant  to  the  investigation  of  complaints  of  noise 
nuisance  it  is  surprising  to  find  in  some  cases  that  the 
person  on  whose  premises  or  who  is  responsible  for  the  noise 
nuisance  himself  seams  oblivious  to  the  effect  on  his 
neighbours.  Whether  it  is  lack  of  thought  for  others  or 
whether  ho  can  for  example  tolerate  his  dogs  baricing  and 
whining  all  night,  is  difficult  to  ascertain,  I rather 
suspect  ttia  former, 

A feature  of  the  year’s  work  was  again  the  close 
liaison  that  existed  between  the  Department  and  other 
Departments  dealing  in  particular  with  planning,  I am 
indebted  to  the  Engineer  & ^Surveyor  and  the  Area  Planning 
Officer  of  the  Bucks  Ccnmty  Council  for  their  referring 
submitted  proposals  to  the  Department  for  comment.  It  is  at 
this  stage  that  by  informal  discussion  much  can  be  .done  v/ith 
applicants  to  obviate  nuisances  likely  to  be  created  when 
proposals  have  been  approved. 

Lastly  it  is  a pleasure  to  record  the  help  given  to 
me  by  colleague  Chief  Officers  and  the  efficient  manner  the 
staff  of  the  Department  have  carried  out  their  duties.
